Tho auditor and county commis- 
sioners 
examine all returns, and their 


decision upon any point to bo final. They 
are authorized to examine inon undor oath, 
and may add $250 for tha making o£ false re- 
turns. It is unlawful by this bill for saloon- 
keepers to sell spirituous liquor on Sunday 
unless tbo council permits is, but druggists 
may sell it upon prescription.
